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Admissions to sick report’ ft a6 Sand’ non-bat tle injuries for the 
SWPA, as shown in the table and shart on the following page, continue to 
decline. Rates for October, November, and December are based on consoli- 
dated 86ab reports from Sixth Army, Fifth Air Force, and USASOS. Rates for 
January are based on the weekly telegraphic reports. Due to the consolida- 
tion by command, separate rates could not be provided for Australia and New 
Guinea for the Fifth Air Force or Sixth Army. 


The preparation of separate rates for Sixth Army, Fifth Air Force, and 
USASOS is attended with considerable difficulty because Army units are often 
attached to SOS dispensaries for medical care, and Army admissions are thus 
credited to SOS units. The same is true, to a lesser extent, with the Air 
Force, 


Rates for SOS Bases in New Guinea and Australia are shown in tabular 
form and graphically. The high rates in Bases "E" and "F" are due to a re- 
cent outbreak of Dengue. The apparently high rate in Base Section 7 is due 
to the admission to sick report of troops on leave; in computing the rates 
for Base Section 7, the strength of troops on leave is not included. 


MEAN DAILY NON-EFFECTIVE RATE 


The mean daily non-effective rate per thousand for the SWPA continued 
to decline. On 1 January 1944 it was lowest since September, 1942. 


MALARIA IN ADVANCE BASE 


Malaria attack rates, relapse and primary admission, are shown for the 
advanced area as a whole and for separate bases. As a rule, a higher relapse 
rate and a low primary attack rate indicate that malaria is decreasing, while 
a high primary attack rate and a low relapse rate indicate that the disease 
is increasing.
